called Cordoua; whither fhe took a- 
long her. ‘Son, and all her Houthold. 
This Refolution, which Rodrigo durft 
not thwart, made him harbour new 
and ftronger Diftrufts: He every mo- 
ment fancy'd that his Nephew had at- 
tain'd to his years of Majority; that 
the Scepter was to be put into his 
Hands, and of an abfolute King as he 


was, become his Subjects * Pupil: And 7s, 


looking on this fall as a thing worfe 
than Death, he found no better means 
to fcreen himfelf from it, than to dif- 
patch as foon as poflible Dow Sancho out 

of the World. | 
To bring this Defign the more eafily 
and fecretly about, he caus'd a Turna- 
ment to be proclaim’d at Toledo; where 
feveral days were wholly fpent in the 
Preparations for fo great an Enteértain- 
ment: And as all People were. invited 
to be there on the day it was to begin, 
he fent 4 Courier on purpofe to Core 
doua, earneftly to entreat Queen Aza- 
gilda to Honour it with her Prefence, 
B 2 and 
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and with that of the Prince her Son. 
This Princefs ever labouring: under the’ 
apprehenfions of fome Treachery, at 
firft wav'd with Excufes the underta- 
king of this Journey; butt laft, being 
preisd by the Meffengers that were fent 
upon the heels.of, one another, fhe con- 
{ulted thofe in whom fhe thought fhe 
might confide: They all agreed, That the 
Diffidence fhe harbour’d of, her Brother- 
in-Law was well grounded, but that it 
became her not to fuffer. it to be per- 
ceivd : That Rodrigo wou'd eafily guefs 
the Reafon why the Prince went not 
to Court, and fo might be urg’d to Ex- 
tremities, for which they ought not to 
sive him any occafion. . 
Immediately after, Orders being gi- 
ven for the Departure, and the rumours 
thereof being fpread about Andaloufa, 
feveral Perfons of Quality came to ask 
the Queen leave to attend her; and 
fhe being willing to be accompany’d 
by the moft People fhe could, with joy 
accepted their offers. Thus <did fhe 
repair with a very numerous, brisk 
and flately Train into the Province of 
Caftille ; at her arrival at Zoledo, fhe 
was there received with all the Ho- 
nours due to her, and found the Court 
extraordinary full. She 
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She was lodg’d, with all her Train, 


in a Stately “Palace, wherein fhe had: 


hardly remain’d the time neceflary to 
recreate herfeif after the fatigue of fo 
sreat a’March, but that.the day ap-

fault therewith ; andsthat. during the

She at firft defign’d to have fortify’d 
herfelf in that Town, and tohave pro- © 
vided it with all things neceflary, but 
fearing Rodrigo might come. to befiege 
her there, fhe packed up all fhe had 
moft precious, and having aflembled 
her moft trufty Servants, fhe withdrew 
to the moft Weftern part of Spain, into 
a place called the Algefires, belonging 
to Count Fulian ; the fame that a little 
while after occafion’d the lofs of Spazy. 
Not finding herfelf even there in fuffi- 
cient fecurity, fhe thought the: sbeft 
courfe wou'd be to put the Sea between 
her and D: Rodrigo, and go feek inva 
foreign Country for fuccours to con- 
quer herown.

of; but ftrangely was he furpriz’d , 
when he faw his dear Aftolpho come 
all disfigur’d as he was, difclaiming 
again{ft , and curfing his ill fortune. 
He was much more fo, when having 
ask’d him, Who had put him into that 

condition ? 
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condition? He acquainted him how 
that having taken Don Sancho, and 
bringing him along towards Toledo, 
the Queen his Mother iffued out of 
Cordoua, With abundance of Horfe and 
Foot, and had usd fuch expedition , 
that fhe had overtaken him on the 
way, had cut all his Party to pieces, 
whatever refiftance he had been able to 
make, to endeavour to hinder her from 
refcuing his Prifoner from him; and 
that fhe would, doubtlefs, have put 
him to Death as well as the reft, had 
fhe not thought fit to referve him to 
carry him. this Letter; which he did 
not expect would be over welcome. 
The King, after having takenit, ask’d 
what was become of Awnagi/da and her 
Son? And he having reply’'d, That 
they had taken Shipping for Africa , 
he was fo forely griev’d, that his Af- 
fliétion had like to have made him run 
mad. He wentand fhut himfelf up in 
his Clofet, that he might fo with the 
more freedom give a loofe to the vexa- 
tion he had for the unhappy event of 
his Enterprize. He could not then 
forbear opening the. Queens Letter ; 
and as’ Truth has great force, he felt 
in that moment fome Repentance for

| trouble him fo much, as the fear he 
it had left Avagilda fhould go demand 
i fuccours of the Moors againft him.

| made him fend in all hafte for Count 
il Julian, towhom belongd the Caftle 
If of the Algefires, where fhe had refided 
for fome time before fhe went into 
Africa, that he might by him difcover 
the intention of her Journey into’ thofe 
parts. This Count being come to 
Court, and having aflured the King, 
that fhe went away with a Refolution 
to prevail with the Moors to wage War 
upon him, he refolv’d to fend this 
Count into Africa, to endeavour to-di- 
vert this Storm; and to procure the 
better welcom for his Letters to Muca, 
who was then Vice-roy for the Caliph 
Valid-Almanzor, he accompanyd them

fents. in the mean while falling fick, through 
Grief rather than fatigue, was obligd

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After having taken thefe Precautions 
for abroad, his thoughts were now énly 
bent how to fecure al! things at Home, 
where were ftill fome Princes that 
might difpute the Crown with him. 
He caus'd the States to be held at Zo 
ledo, where, D. Sancho’s Death being 
made known, he caus’d an Oath of 
Allegiance to be taken to him by all 
the Grandees there aflembled, as Don 
Sancho's Lawful Succeflor to the Crown: 
He had likewife his Coronation /er- 
fornyd in great Ceremony, ‘and with 
all the rejoycing that is wont to be usd 
in fuch like folemnities. But in the 
midft of all this Joy, could ‘not he re- 
frain from labouring under fome Dif- 
quiet ; and to free himfelf wholly from 
it, and to put himfelf into a pofture 
that he fhould not need to dread any 
thing from any of the Grandees, or 
any of his Subjects, the only People he 
imagind he needed to fear, havin 
learnt the good fuccefs of the African 
Negotiation ; he bethought himfelf of 
expedients, whereof mention fhall be 
made in the following Chapter.

T is very true, and Men have daily

But the poor Prince was much mi- 
flaken, for not being then curb’d by 
any fear, he abandon’d himfelf to ail 
manner of Irregularities and Diffolu- 
tions, according as I have been told by 
Spanz/h Bilhops, and other perfons wor- 
thy of Credit, of whom I made enqui- 
ry, during my abode in that Country: 
So far as'that he made no difficulty to 
put the’ worthieft perfons of all his 
Kingdom to Death, that he‘might have 
his Pleafure with their Wives and 
Daughters.

Wile: took leave of Muca; and return’d with 
all expedition to the Algefires. He 
ftaid in his Houfe only the time ne- 
ceflary to give his Wife order to feign 
her being fick of grief, for his'and her 
Daughter’s abfence, and went direQly 
to Court ; where he made no femblance 
of knowing the leaft of what:had been 
fignify’d to him in the Letter ; but gi- 
ving the-King an account of his Nego- 
tiation, and of the ftate he had left all 


things 
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-thingsinin Africa, he reprefented them 
to him in fuch manner, as made him 
| comprehend that it was neceflary for 
him to return forthwith thither. The 
King, after having given him his Expe- 
ditions as foon as he defired them, was 
very much furprizd, when at his ta« 
king his leave of him, the Count ask’d 
his permiffion to carry his Daughter to 
the dlgefires, to ftay fome time there 
with her Mother, who was very ill, 
_and mighty defirous to fee her. But 
though this went very much againft 
the grain, he could not handfomely 
refufe him his Requeft. And thus the 
Count went with her to the Algefres, 
where he made fome days abode In 
the following Chapter we fhall fee the 
Refolution he took in this place. 
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Count Julian being throughly in- 
form d of the outrage done to 
his Daughter, refolud to be 
Reveng d, and to deliver Spain 
to the Moors. 


S foon as the Count was got to his 
own home, he made Florinda re- 
late more ptecifely , and more parti- 
cularly what fhe had written to him 
in obfcure terms ; and when he was 
fully certain of the ihame of his Family, 
and in fuch: fort as was paft all doubt, 
then was his Grief fo much the more 
fenfible, in that he faw that the perfon 
that had done him fo great an outrage, 
was his Lord and King, from whom 
he feem’d to be under an obligation of 
enduring all, and thatit was impoffible 
for him to wreak his Revenge. 
Wherefore not knowing what to do 
in this Diftrefs, and not minded, with- 
out mature deliberation, to abandon 
him- 
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himfelf to all that his Paffion might 
fuggeit, he, with all poflible fecrefie, 
_aflembled his Relations and Friends , 
who interefting themfelves in thé af 
front Rodrigo had put upon the Count, 
and animating one another to Revenge, 
after having found that they were not 
{trong enough to affert their Refent- 
ments, unlefs back’d by a foreign Pow- 
er, they unanimoufly refolv’d that the 
Count fhould return into Africa to 
treat with Muca’; and that they on 
their parts fhould abide in their Houfes, 
waiting the fuccels of his Voyage. 
After having all embrac’d one another, 
and engagd to keep this Enterprize 
very fecret, the Count took Shipping, 
with his Wife and Daughter, and what- 
ever. he had of value; which he car- 
ryd along with him into Africa. He 
was very kindly receiv’d by the Vice- 
roy, with whom he had ftruck up a 
particular friendfhip in his Embaffy ; 
and told him immediately, That he 
was come to him, not on the behalf of 
the King of Spainas the time before,but 
on his ownaccount, to offer him to de 
liver up all that great Kingdom to the 
Caliph Almanzor ; and that if he could 
prevail with him tos favour the eas 
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Vid.the he had in Spain, he would furnith him 

Nott with the means of quickly rendring 

ginof the himfelf Mafter of that Realm. 

oe as This Propofal was not difpleafing to 

fac.  Muca; on the contrary, alter mature 
examination, and long Conferences 
with the Count, he found what. he 
faid feafible ; and propos’d to him to 
him to go himfelf to the Caliph, to 
unfold to him more particularly the 
means he had to effect fo great.aa 
Enterprize; and for that purpofe gave 
him the following Letter of Cres 
dence.

Tariff feeing things ftill more eafie 
than he-had, imagin’d them, gave an 
immediate account accordingly to the 
Vice-roy; who fignify’d to him, not 
to ftay the longer for that in this Coun- 
try, but to return fpeedily again into 
Africa, with allhis Troops.

Rodrigo enters a Cave that was 


at the Gates of Toledo, and 
thinking to find Tréafures there- 
in, finds only Prefages of the 
lofs of Spain. 


~He King Rodrigo having had no- 

_ tice of the defcent of the Moors 
into Spain, with Captain Tariff, and 
Count fulian his Enemy-; and that, 
after having over-run all <Andaloufa, 
they were return’d with many Slaves; 
was not fo anxious for what they had 
newly done, as for the apprehenfion of 
the long.and dangerous War; with 
which. he faw himfelf threatned ;- it be- 
ing eafie to judge that Tariff had 
not made that tryal, to ftop there. 

He knew Count Fulian to be a Man 
of Wit andExecution, of Couragé, and 
a through knowledge ‘of War, a Natu- 
ral Spaniard, that knew the ftate of his 
Affairs, knew the Country, had there 
many 


_ by the Moots. 
many Adherents, nay, and Places, 
wherein he could enter and go out as 
often as he pleas'd. He eafily per- 
ceiv’'d, but too late, the fault he had 
committed, in lofing, for a moments 
Pleafure, a man of fuch importance, 
and in giving him to his Enemies. He 
made reflexion upon the.bad pofture of 
his Kingdom, fince he had difarmyd his 
Subjects, and caus’ all the {trong 
Places to be demolifht. He confidered 
that the long Peace which Spaim had 
enjoy’d, was the occafion that he had 
no Difciplin’d Troops; and that when 
he had afflembled an Army, they: 
would be only raw men: All this 
plung’d him into furious Difquiets. 
He ask’d Counfel of all People, and 
found none good. At length, having 
confulted an Arch-bifhop, a Relation 
of his, call’d Zorrife, and having told 
him the little’Money he had to raife 
and keep forces. on foot; this Arch- 
bifhop perfuaded him to break open a 
Place called the Exchanted Tower, where 
there was faidto be a Treafure. Ana 
as this isa thing very extraordinary, } 
am willing to infert here at length 
what the fame Torrife told me; who 
fhortly after quitted that Kings Party, 
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to come to Count Fuliaz in our Camp :> 
arid who could give the beft account 
of it, as having been prefent when 
D. Rodrigo caus‘d it to be open’d. Now 
this is what he then told me. 

About a*mile from Joledo, between 
ftcep Rocks that lye Eaft of that ereat 
City, there was formerly a Tower, of 
a very ancient and very magnificent 
{tructure, tho a little endamag’d by 
Time, that confumesall: Under whofe 
foundation was a very deep Cave, fe- 
parated into four different Vaults , 
acrofs a very narrow Entrance cut in 
the Rock, where a great Iron Door had _ 
been made up, with a thoufand Locks, 
and as many Bolts: Upon this Door 
there was Greek Characters, that feem’d 
rather Cyphers than Letters, and might 
be diverfely interpreted ; but whofe 
meaning, were, (as thofe pretended, 
who thought they knew them ‘beft ) 
that-the King that fhould open this 
Cave, and ‘difcover all the Wonders 
that were therein, would certainly find 
a great deal of Good and Evil. 

Several Kings before this, had hada 
defire to fhrift into the truth of this 
myftery , but whatever Orders they 
had given. for that purpofe, they had 
never 
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never been able to caufe etree to be 
executed. Upon the opening « this 
Door, fo greata ee e was heard, that 
the Earth feem’d t en at shies fame 
time under the feet cat bie that meant 
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to enter therein: ey: were feiz'd with rary. 


fuch a dread, that moft of ’em fell fick 
= t, fome dy ds: ad no body had 
the Courage to enter further. The 
Boor had ftill been fhut up more 
firongly than before, and People fill 
believd that the time appointed for 
the breaking fo great an Enchantment 
was “hot yet come ; but Rod?igo’s ill 
fate would have it that this fatal ad- 
venture was referved for him. He had 
chofen very refolute men to enter with 
him into that Cave; but they-had not 
gonevery far, w fe the Torches they 
had being extinguifh’d, the greater part 
fled away, out of a panni ick fear w hich 
feizd them, of a terrible Hobgoblin 
they faid d they faw. The King in great an- 
ger caus'd other Flambeaux to be light- 
ed which he had'caus'd to be made on 
purpote, after a particular manner, that 
fo the air of the Cave might not put 
them out: With this light he entre 

the firft of all, and without thew: ing 
any fear, tho perhaps he was not 
exempt 
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The Conqueft of Spain 
exempt froma little; hardly had he 
gone fome fleps, but that he found 
himfelf in a beautiful Room, enrich’d 
Hil with asdelicateSculptures asthofe we fee 
Ae in the greateft.Palaces : In the midft of 
this great Room was a Brazen Statue, 
with a fierce pofture, plac’d upon a Pil- 
lar three Cubits high, holding in its 
* Macmah. hand a. * BatteleAxe, with which it 
{truck the Earth from time to time, 
and fo flrongly, that there was reafon 
to believe it to be partly the violent 
agitation it occafioned in the aig, by 
the blows it gave, that made the’great 
noife that was heard at their en- 
trance. 

Rodrigo, thoa little ftartled, did not 
however lofe Courage; and began t6 
conjure this Phantome; telling him, 
That he did not pretend to commit any 
Diforder in the place of his abode, and 
that he would go his ways as foon 4s 
he had {een all its Wonders. 

He had no fooner uttered thefe words, 
but the Statue left off beating the Earth. 
The King and his Attendants being a 
little encourag’d, moft carefully vifited 
all the corners of that great Room. 
On the Left hand of the Statue the 
faw thefe words written on the Wall, 

Oubappy 
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Onhappy Prince, thy ill Deftiny. hath 
brought thee hit ise ange ere 1g to the 
Right, he found nothing better , for 
there was‘written, Thou fhalt he dif- 
poffelt by foreign Nations, aud thy Sube 
jects fhall be punafbt as well as thee, for 
all their Crimes. Upon. the back’ of 
the Statue. was written théfe words inf 
Arabick, To my Succours : and upon its 
Breaft thefe, Zdon my Duty. | 

[forgot to fay.that at the entrance of 
this..Room there was a kind of round 
Fat, like a Bowl; from whence. there 
ifued a kind of {pout, whofe furging 
madea hideous murmur, © 

After having well confidered all 
thefe things, andcaus’d the Infcriptions 
of them to be taken in a Table- book ; 
the King went away very much di- 
fturb'd, and very peevifh ; and had no 
fooner turn’d his back, but that the 
Statue fell again to ftriking the ground, 
after itsufual manner. The King causd 
this Cave to be {hut up again more care- 
fully than before, and had its entrance 
ftopp’d with Earth, that fo none thence 
forward might enter therein, forbid- 
ding all his Attendants to make the 
leaft mention of this Adventure, by rea- 
fon of: the terrour that fo ill a prefage 
might 
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might put into all Peoples minds : But, 
neverthelefs is was immediately buzz’d 
about all the Court. 

The Night following Crys were 
heard, that waywards, like to thofe 
that People make when they are fight- 
ing; and after a Clap, that made a 
mighty hurly burly, this old Tower 
funk; and all people were amazed 
the next day to find no -more footfteps 
of it, than if all they-had feen before 
had been only a Dream. 

The King having aflembled the Wife 
men of his Kingdom, to demand of 
them the Explication of all he had feen: 
They found that the Brazen Statue, 
with its perpetual motion, fignifyed 
Time, that was oblig'd never to ftop, 
as was noted by the Infcription it had 
upon its Breaft. That that which was 
on the Back fignifyed, that in the fe- 
quel of time, Spain /hould be conquered 
by the Arabians: That of the Walls 
prefaged, The lofs of his Kingdom, and ‘ 
a great Calamity of all his People: And 
that above the Door, Zhe great Evils 
the Conguered would. -fuffer, and the 
great benefits the Vittors would thence 
derive. , 


Such 
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Such an Explication gave no little 
anxiety to Rodrigo, and to fuch of his 
People as heard it. They all lift up 
_ their Eyes to Heaven, well fecing that 
_ it was from God alone that they could 
hope for any* fuccours.. For tho they 
had news that Zariff and Count felian 
were returned into Africa, this was not 
‘ capable of re-afluring the King againft 
fo many intimations of the anger of 
Heaven. Whereupon he began to or- 
der the re-erecting all the Fortifications 
he had caus’d to be demolifh’d; and 
_had~Proclamation made throughout 
his Kingdom, that the People fhould 
take up again the Arms he had for- 
bidden, and exercize themfelves there- 
in, as before. He refolv’d alfo to quit 
Toledo, and go make his refidence at 

Cordoua ; that fo he might be nearer 
_ the place, from whence apparently all 
the mifchief was to come, and thereto 
apply Remedies the more eafily. - .

this Captain and this Count ‘fhould 
both go to Al/manzor’s Court, to com-— 
municate to him, and render him a 
faithful and an exact account of all they 
had done,and of the propitious Difpofi- 
tion wherein they had found the People 
of Spain: well perceiving it to be dif- 
ficult by Letters to remove all’ the

Whereupon having caufed a Ship to 
be fitted out, and having provided 


themfelves with all Neceflaries*, as * Sarva, 
well for their Subfiftance, as for their eee 
Safety ; after having weather'd a furj- “4 


ous Storm, they at length arrived hap- 
pily, in Arabia, where having prefented 
themfelves to Almanzor, he ‘receiv’d 
them as well as they could with, and 
had them lodg’d and treated with all 
their Traim, and all the Souldiers they 
had brought along with them. Tariff 
ina few days after his arrival, had 
long audience of Almanzor; in which, 
after having given him an account of all 
he had done tor his fervice, he promis’d 


him, That if he would do him the ho- 


nour to fend him back into Spaim, and 
rely upon him for the Conqueft of fo 
‘great a Country, he would fubdue ‘it 
ina little time to his Obedience. ‘The 
Confidence with which this great Cap- 
tain fpoke, had fo mnch power over 
Almanzor’s mind, that he immediate-

ly caus’d his Council to aflemble, with 
it, ftill more particularly to examine all 
the Difficulties that might be met with 
in fo great an Enterprize, and all the 
means he proposd to bring it about. 
Whereupon, this affair having beenagi- 
tated with mature deliberation, - and 
accordingly reported. to the Emperour, 
and debated anew again in his prefence. 
At laft the Conqueft of Spaz was re- 
folv’d on, and the rumour of the De- 
claration of War againft the King Doz 
Rodrigo Apread immediately throughout 
the whole extent of the Calzph’s Empire. 
Tariff, who had already exerted his 
Valour, as well as his Condud, in other 
occafions, wherein he had acquird Al- 
manzor’s eteem, and that of all the Ara- 
bians s knowing the Country better

than any man; and having entred into 
{trict Engagements with Count Fulian, 
it would have been both injufticeand 
imprudence to have taken from him 
the Command of the Army: For which 
reafon he was at the fame time nomi- 
nated General, and thefe are the Let-

Given in our High Prefence, in our 
Palace Royal of Carval, in Arabia 
Felix, inthe 22 of the Moon Du/- 
chifa, inthe year 92.

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Almanzor had ftill another ‘Captain, 
a Greek and Renegado, called Hiza Hu- 
mani , in Whofe Valour he had much 
Confidence: He gave him the Com- 


mand of the Troops he caufed to be 
raisd in the Eaft, of which he quickly 


made.a Body of thirty thoufand good 
Men, and well Armed. At the fame 
time he fitted out a great number of 
Ships, wherein he put not only all forts 
of Ammunition, but a great abundance 
of Arms, Tools and Inftruments of 
War. And as foon as this Fleet was 
ready, he Shipp’d all the Forces, and 


causd it to depart * on the thirteenth + fa rhe 
of the Moon of Jumod, and the fecond year 714 


day of the year 93. 


This Prince, not content with thefe the month 
great preparations, imagin’d that as it °F" 


was a War of Religion he was going 
to undertake, it was cOnvenient to af- 
femble all the Mabometan Forces. For 
which reafon he difpatch’d a Manaway 
Onpurpofe, to the King of Thwnis, his 
Ally, toimpart to him his Defign; and 
reprefent to him the great advantages 
he might derive from the Conqueit of 
Spain ; conjuring him to come and joyn 
him, and fuccour him, as foon as poffi- 
ble, with what Foot and Horfe he could 

EK 2 aflemble. 
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affemble. This Envoy having put him- 
felf.into a Felucca, ‘was not long on 
his Voyage, and met with a moft wel- 
come Reception from the King of Zhu- 
u's, Who exprefs'd much Joy to fee, by 
Avilgalit’s Letter, and by his Envoys 
difcourfe, that he would make ufe of 
him in this occafion. He causd the 
Drum immediately to be beat through- 
out all his Kingdom, and in a fhort 
{pace levied an Army of thirty thou 
fand Foot, and three thoufand Horfe ; 
the Command of which he would needs 
give to Prince Mahomet-Gilhair, his fe- 
cond Son. What troubled: him moft, 
was the few Ships he had in a readi- 
ne{s to put to Sea, as not being. pre- 
pard for fo great an Embarkment. 
For which reafon he was “oblig’d to 
caufe all thefe Troops to wait in a Bo- 
dy, till the arrival of Merchant Ships, 
wherein he caus'd them to embark ;

this War. 
ever to ufe 


He was not wanting how- 
all poffible Diligence, and 


omitted nothing of what he thought 
could help to free him out of fo great a 
danger, for he was but too fenfible, 


that he it 


was, particularly, that fo 


horrible a. Tempeft threatned. 
Wherefore he caus'd the Troops he 


had levy’d in all the Previnces of his 
Kingdom to advance from all p 
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and gave them a general Rendezvouze 
at Cordona, where of late he kept his 
Court; that fohe might fend them 
from thence to fuch places as fhould 
need them, and be the readier to take 
fuch courfes as his occafions fhould re- 
quire. 

His Orders were fo well Executed, 
that in a little time his Army was found 
to be fourfcore thoufand Foot, and 
twenty thoufand Horfe; all of ’em 
People huddled indeed together; and 
moft of em without Arms and Expe- 
rience. He gave them for their Gene- 
ral the Arch-bifhop D. Oppas, his very 
near Relation; whom he fent before 
with thirty thoufand Foot, and -fix 
thoufand Horfe, to try Fortune once 
again againtt Zariff, and endeavour to 
take the Count D. Fulian, imagining, 
that as he had the Secret and Condu& 
of this Enterprize, it was,. doubtlefs, 
the moft compendious way to put an 
end to the War. 3 

In the mean while frefh reinforce- 
ments came every minute to Zariff, 
Maca caus d the two Armies that were 
left behind in Africa, to file daily iato 
Spain, as well that which Hiza had 
brought from Arabia, as that-which 
Prince 
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Prince Mahomet Gilhair had brought 
from Tunis: But as they came by little 
and little, and feparately, it could not 
otherwife be but that there muft be 
fome Diforder. Tariff, to prevent the 
being furprizd in the hurry of Land- 
ing, and to draw his Troops up in Bat- 
tel array,accordingly as they defcended 
from their Ships, refolv’d to take more 
sround, and a little farther in the 
‘Country to choofe a place fufficiently 
fpacious for the Encampment of his 
whole Army, and in fecurity wait the 
coming of D. Rodrigo: Wherefore he 
advaned as far as the River which the 


Arabs call * Guidalete, at the fame x -Ticthe 
‘timethat the Archbifhop D. Oppas came River eal- 
thither, and gent to propofe to him a fecaacae 


‘Truce for eight days, to give the two 
_Armiestime to recover themfelvesafter 
the fatigues of the March. ‘The Arch- 
bithop, who doubtlefs was not inform’d 
of the ftate of the Enemies Army, ima- 
gin’d this Trucé would turn to his ad- 
vantage, by giving hisown time to 
hencreafe. But in the mean while, all 
thofe Troops that Zariff had caus’d to 
file off, according as they landed, being 
come, they made up Sixty Thoufand 
Foot, and Ten Thoufand Horfe, at the 
| review 
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review he made of them after the Truce 
was expir'd. Oppas perceiving the fault 
he had committed, arid fearing that 
the King would reproach him with 
having given the Enemies time to join 
all their Forces, and fortify their Camp; 
he refolv'd: to give them Battel without — 
any farther delay. ‘The reinforcement 
he had receiv’d,join’d with what he had 
before, made not up above Forty Thou- 
fand Men: Yet was he not wanting 
with thefe to pufh the Moors fo vigo- 
roufly, that Zariff was conftrain’d to res 
tire, after having loft Three Theufand 
Foot, and about Five Hundred Horfe: 
Whereas the Chriftians loft no mere in 
this action, than Two Thoufand Foot, 
and Two Hundred Horfe. The Night 
having parted them, Oppas alfo retreat: 
ed into hisown Camp, to let his Soul- 
diers take Breath, before he renew’d 
the Conflict. The number of thé 
Wounded being very great on both 
fides, Oppas fent to propofe a Truce to ~ 
Tariff, tor three days, which was forth- 
with concluded on between the two 
Generals. Things being in this eftate, 
the following Night, a Traytor ( for fo 
he may well be call’d, fince he fold his 
own Countrey ) ftole out of the Chrifi-

his Man being the Companion of 


Oppas, and call'd Sifebert, went to tell 
| Zariff, that the King D. Rodrigo’s Gene- 
ral, had only demanded this Truce, 
that he might furprize him that Night, 
‘and put him by that means the more 
eafily to rout. Zariff affording Cree 

dence to this notice, upon the account 
of the em‘nent Quality of the perfon 
that brought it, (tho it was an impo- 
‘fture, as, was afterwards verify’d) 

thought it became him to prevent his 
Enemy, and without waiting till he had 
put himfelf in a pofture.to execute his 
_evili intentions, he madechis Souldiers 
ftand immediately to their Arms, and 
causd them to march dire&ly to the 
|_Chriftians Camp, where: they fell on 
with fo much impetuofity, that they 
foredit, put the whole Army to rout, 
took General Oppas, with the. Principal 
Officers, Prifoners, and*got an inefti- 
_mable Booty, and an infinity of Slaves. 
After this Victory, Zariff made 
great prefents to Siebert, and retreat- 
ed near to the Gwadalette, into the 
Quarters he had before, and which he 
had found very convenient for the Sub- 
| fiftance of his Army.

But not being with this contented, 
he refolv'd to pats'the Sea in perfon, in 
the head ofa fourtl Army, foto fhare 
in the honour of fo fine a Conqueft; 
Wherefore he left to a Brother of his, 
cali'd Z/bmael; the Government of 4- 
frica,ia his abfence ; and having with all 
poflible diligence, got together twenty 
thoufand Foot, and fix thoufand Horfe, 
brave Men, and well. appointed ; he 
went 
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went to join Zariff, who was very joy- 
ful at the thing. 

When it came to be known that the 
Vice-roy had himfelf pafs‘d the Streights, 
there pafs'd fo great a number of Moors, 
being invited.by the hopes of pillage, 
that in the review they made of all 
their Troops, they were found to be 
a hundred and fourfcore thoufand Foot, 
and forty thoufand Horfe, befides an 
infinite number of ufelefs people that 
ave wont toaccompany Armies. 

Rodrigo, who then exerted all the 
Duties of a great King, feeing the num- 
ber of the Moors daily to augment , 
thought it in no wife convenient to 
give them time to fortifie themfelves 
more : And- having aflembled his 
Council, to fee what Refolution it be- 
came him to take in fo great an exigen- 
cy; they unanimoufly agreed, That 
he could do nothing better than go 
himfelf in the head of his Army, give 
them Battel, rather fooner than later ; 
and that all the Nobility, Gentry, and 
People of Service in Spain would not 
fail to attend him. 

This Refolution being taken, the 
King having nominated for Generalifii- 
mo.of all his Troops, his Favourite 
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The Conqueft of Spain 
Almerique, aman very brave and refo- 
lute ; a General review was held near

Cordoua, in a Plain the Arabs fhortly 


y three thoufand Horfe, 
and a hundred and thirty thoufand 
Foot. This Prince having caus'd the 
General Officers to come thither,and the 
moft confiderable of the Captains, gave 
them to underftand the danger their 
Country was in,that not only theirHon- 
our and their Eftates, but their Lifeand 
Liberty depended on the good or ill 
fuccefs of the Battel he was going to 
fight; that after this AGtion there was 
no more fuccours to be expected from 
their Country, that was exhaufted by 
the late Defeats; that they had no 
longer any hopes but in their own Va- 
lour ; that they had only to confider 
whether they fhould not rather chufe 
to dye generoufly, in fighting for their 
Country, than to fall themfelves, their 
Families and Children, into a perpe- 
tual Slavery*, and be a Prey to foreign 
Nations, and fo different from them in 
Manners and Religion, that he faidnot 
this to them, to expofe them alone to 
the peril, with a defign to fhelter him- 
felf from it ; that he fhould be the firft 
to

to fhew them the way and example; 
and that he did not believe there to be 
any man that madea difficulty of go- 
ing with his King, when they fhould 
fee him refolv’d to dye with them, 
and for them. 
The Souldiers being encouragd by 
this difcourfe, and refolv'd to dye for 
their King and Country, having had 
order to march againft the Enemies, 
there happen’d a remarkable thing, and 
and of an ill augure, which was that 
D. Ramiro, Alfier Major'of King Rod- 
rigo; being mounted on Horieback, 
his Horfe gave him fo terrible a fall, 
that he dyd of it, ‘and the ‘Launce 
broke in two, to which the Royal 
Standard * was faften‘d. : * Halon.

feated. 

And indeed, Rodrigo found “it con- 
venient to go and encamp fix Leagues 
from thence, the more fafely to delibe- 
rateon what hehad to do. Whereup- 
on he made his Retreat in the beft order 

imaginable; by thefe means abandon- 
ing the Field of Battel to Tariff, who 
on his fide, causd all uh dead, both 
Moors and Chriftians, tobe e buried, for 
fear the Corruption of their Bodies 
might occafion fome Diftempers in his 
Camp. But as: foon'ashe heard Rodri- 
go was retired, taking his Retreat for a 
flight, he marchd after ‘him with all 
Expedition, and‘overtook him on pe 
Friday following; when the Conflict 
being renewd, it lafted from Nook rtill ” 
Night, which parted them, without 
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either parties having the occafion to 
Boatt of the advantage. What moft 
afflidted General Zariff, was, that 
Prince Mahomet Gilhaur, the King of 
Thunis Son, and Count Fulian,- were 
both dangeroufly wounded in this 
action, andthe later particularly of 
three creat wounds. On the other 
fide, / Rodrig zo being pauld by the oppo- 
fition of t! ie :Enemies, found that all he 
had been tl itherto able to do, was but 
afmall matter, and defponding of his 
being capable of doing any thing more 
hereafter, «he knew not what to deter- 
mine Wi and all the courfes pro- 
posd to him, feeming to him equally 

bad and dangerous, he chofe rather to 
sie the Decifion of Fortune to -the 
day following, than towait it any lon- 
ger, having taken a ftedfaft refolution 
to Conguer then or Dye. 

Whereupon having marfhall'd all his 
Forces in the beft order he could, heled 
them to the Enemies with great vigour, 
and was by them receiv'd with fo much 
bravery and firmne(s, that there dy‘d 
that day fifteen hundred Foot, and 
two hundred and fifty Horfe, of the 
Chriftians, and fifteen hundred Moors, 
in all, as well Horfe as Foot. As for

And after 
having caus’d great F ortifications to be 
made around that Town, which he 
confider'd as the Metropolis of. Spain; 
whe 
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he ‘particularly encharg’d Prince Gilhair 
to have great refpect for Queen Zahra 
Benelzaca, and {fo to order matters, 
that fhe might beas little as poffible 
fenfible of her Captivity; reprefent- 
ing to him, that being by Nation an 
Arabian, and a near Relation of Alman- 
zor, his Mafter; fo nigh that Mahomet 
Abnehedim, her Father,had hard Africa 


with him; they ought all to treat her | 


as their real Queen, to endeavour to 
make her again efpoufe the Manners 
and Religion of her Forefathers ; which 
there was a likelihood fhe would not 
find it a difficult matter to refolve on, 
feeing fhe muft needs be inclin’d there- 
to, by the fentiments of Nature. The 


Unfortunate Gélhair did but too faith- , 


fully acquit himfelf of this Commifii- 
on; for he faw her fo often, and ren- 
der’d her fo many fervices, that as fhe 
was Young and Beautiful, and he Gal- 
lant and Witty, he became defperately 
in Love with her.. Nothing now but 
Feafts and Merriments at Cordoua, he 
daily invented fomething new to di- 
vert and pleafe her, and his thoughts 
were wholly taken up in making her a 
thoufand prefents, wherein there was 
ever as much gallantry as magnificence :

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him order to take an exact Information 
of all, and to fend it him with all dili- 
Pence. 
_ As foon as Adilbar was return’d, he 
carefully executed the orders hé had 
brought; after having feiz’d on the 
Perfon of the Queen of Spain, of the 
Prince of Zhanis, and of the Religious 
that had Baptiz’d him; he fent what 
he had difcover’d to Tariff, who imme- 
diately gave notice: of it to the King of 
Thunis, by a Courier, who carryd 
him the Procefs that Adibar had caus’d 
to be made againft his Son, leavingit to 
him to decree thereupon, according to 
his good pleafure. 

The Proceedings. of this. General, 
were found very Wife, and very Pru- 
dent ; by this means, he fcreen’d him- 
felf fromall {ufpicion*,envyandjealoufie, 
and difcharg’d hinmdelf from the odium 
he might have incurr’d by the Death 
of this Young Prince: For, afloon as 
his Father was inform’d of his Impiety, 
he wrote to his men to put him to 
Death, without waiting for further or- 
ders.

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Country, call’d Otoger, with fome other 
Perfons of Credence, whom they fent 
into the Camp with the. neceflary 
Powers. He was aman of Wit and 
Learning, and very Expert and know- 
ing in affairs. He was very kindly 
receivd by Zariff, who immediately 
ftruck up with him in the following 
Conditions: That the Chréftians thould 
remain in that Country if fo minded, 
and fhould not be molefted either in 
their Perfons, or Eftates, or their Con- 
{ciences : ‘That they fhould not pay any 
other Impofts, than the Tribute they 
Were wont to pay to Chriftiau Kings.

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"This General having now totally re- 
'ducd thofe parts that fell to his lot, 
-re-aflembled all his Forces to return to 
Cordova, by the fame way he came, 
with a Defign to rejoin Muca, alter 
that to enter both together, and with- 
out any longer delay, into the Province 
of Caftile.

T the fame time that General 7a- 

\ riff began his march, to lead his 
Army towards the Ea? and South, in- 
to the Province of Grenada, as we 
have faid, the Vice-roy MMuca went to 
lead his towards -the Weft, into the 
Province which the Natives of the 
Country call Axdaloufia, from the 
name of certain People, that formerly 
inhabited it, call’d Vandals. Hemarchd 
at firft againft Carmona, a {mall Town 
indeed, but well fortify’d ; where fe- 
veral Chriftians had taken refuge, from 


all 


t 
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all the Burroughs, and all the Vif- 
lages of that Country, which they had} 
forfaken at Muca’s_ Approach , ‘and || 
where they had ftor’dthemfelves with | 
all forts of Ammunition and Provifions, 
that fo they might defend themfelves 
as long as poffible they could. 

The Vice-roy having block’d it up 
onall fides, the Befieged refoly’d to 
make a Sally out of the {trongeft of 
their Gates, and with the beft men 
they had, to fee if there was any pof- 
fibility of defeating their Enemies , 
before they had better fortified them- 
felves. 

Wherefore on the morrow at break 
of day, having taken Arms, and en- 
couraged one another to do well, they 
attack'd the Moors Camp with fo much 
Bravery, and in fuch good order, that 
they kilfd three hundred of them be- 
fore they could know, and put them- 


felves in a pofture of Defence, and re- 
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turnd into the Town, having loft but 
five and twenty on their fide. 

This fuccefs having puft up their 
Hearts, they would needs fee the day 
following, if Fortune * would be as fa- 
vourable to them. But having found 
the Afoors upon their Guard , they were 

received 
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_ received a little more fmartly than the 
_ day before, and conftrained to return 
into the ‘Town fafler than they came 
thence. The Moors purfwd them fo 
clofely, that the Governour of Carmo- 
na fearing that by opening the Gates 
'to receive them, the Enemies would 
enter pell-mell with them, and fo make 
themfelves mafters of the Place; he 
found it more expedient to let the few 
Chriftians that were without to be loft, 
than to lofe the Town in endeavouring 
to fave them; and forbid the opening 
to them the Gate, he fear'd it would 
_beno longer in his power'to fhut. 

The Chriftians {eeing the Refolution 
‘their Governour had taken, all on 
the fudden took a very generous ene; 
for having all engagd rather to dye 
like Men of Courage, than be made 
flaves, they facd about upon thofe that 
-purfued them, and fighting like Defpe- 
‘rate People, killd eight hundred of 
them, and pufh’d on into the midft of 
Mucas Camp, where they were all 
kill'd upon the fpot, or taken Prifo- 
ners, without fo muchas one of them 
efcaping. Muca being very much ens 
_rag’d at thefe two bad fuccefles, aflem- 
bled the Principal Officers to hold a 
: Council 
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Council of War, wherein it was ré- 
folv'd on the morrow morning to 
make a General attacque. The Lad- 
ders were fet up againft the Walls, and 
the Moors mounted them with great 
Refolution: On the other fide, the 
Beleaguer'd defended themfelves with 
ereat firmnefs, Killing and Topfy-tur- 
vying thofe that mounted. Among 
others, the Governour of the Place, 
eall’d Galo, did then perform Heroick 
Actions; for he alone, with two men 
he had with him, defended a whole 
Courtine, from one Tower to another, 
which he had undertaken to maintain 3 
and with a Crofs-bow, killd or 
wounded for his own part that day 
himfelf alone fourfcore foors. This 
Confli@ lafted from Noon till Night; 
and in it the Vice-roy loft fifteen hun- 
dred men; whereas the Befieged, as 
we were afterwards inform’d, loft but 
three hundred. | 

The time and men .Muca loft be- 
fore this Place, made him refolve, for 
the rendring himfelf mafter of /it, to 
try another way than that of force , 
which he had {ped fo ill in thitherto.

them great Priviledges, if they made 


them aflembling to confer with their 
_Governour; they concluded, that tho 
they fhould ftill hold out for a while, 
their * Provifions would. at length: fail * 24, A- 
them, and their Souldiers would. di- 
_muinifh; that all that Province was al- 
_moft fubdu’d, that they could not ex- 
pect fuccours from. any body , that 
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their Compofition fooner than later. 
This Propofal caus‘d the Befieged to 
open their Eyes, and the Principal of 


muniti- 
Ons. 


thus fooner or later they would be a 
Prey to the Victorious: For which 


were content to open him the Gates of 
to depart thence with their Wives and 


Arms and Baggage, and generally all 


All that they required was: granted 
them, bating the Baggage; upon which 


carry away with them, what they 
could load upon a hundred Waggons, 
with which they were contented. 
Thus 
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Thus all the Chri/tians departed, ‘and. 
went to another City near the Sea,calld | 
fis pala wm ther Longue, while that | 
Muca, after having placd a Governour 
there, with fome Souldiers, for its 
Guard, decampd forthwith to march 
towards a very great and populous Cis | 
ty, which the Spanzards in their Tongue 
call Merida. | 

In this" Town there wasa very brave | 
Christian Governour, and ashe Signas 
liz’d himfelf in this Siege, and therein 
perform’d: Adtions worthy of Praife; 
he well deferves that I dhould dwell a 
little longer upon the Relation of his 
Performances. 

This Governour, call'd Salara, feeing 
the havock made by the Moors Army 
in the Countries where it pafsd, causd 
all the Chriftians in the Neighbourhood 
of Merida to retire into that Town, 
with their Wives and Children, and 
causd them to bring along with them, 
all the Viétuals there was in the 
Country; where having left only what 
could not be removd, he himfelf fent 
fome to burn all the Villages there- 
abouts, and tomake ¢havock throughs 


- out all the Country, that fo when the. 


Moors fhould come thither, they might 
find 
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find nothing left. . He did not content 
himfelf with this, he caus‘ all the Wa- 
ters to be poyfon'd , and having em- 
ployd all the Peafants, he caus ‘em to 
work upon the Fortifications of the 
Town: He repair’d its Walls, its Bat- 
tlements and Parapets: And having 
causd a Review to be made of what 
men he had in a condition to fight, he 
found ’em five thoufand ftrong, whem 
'' he diftributed into the Towers, and 
other Places he judg d convenient. 
Things were in this pofture when the 
Vice-roy drew near the Place, and ha- 
ving block’d it up on all fides, began 
by fending to Summon s Salaruto Sur- 
render, otherwife that he would put 
all that were in it to the Sword. 

But the Governour having made 
him Anfwer, Fhat he might do as fh: 
pleasd ; That the Mercy of God wa 
greater than his F Forces, and that it af 
forded him, more Confidence than all 
his Threatnings gave him Fear. 

Muca being provok’d at this R Refufal, 
caus'd all things to be prepar’d for the 
making the Affault. ‘T he. next day y 
the Moors being mounted to the Sca- 
lade, were there receivd, and vigo- 
roufly repulsd. by the Belea aguer’d, ‘by 

iH means 
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means of the great order, with which 
they ran to the * relief of one another 
The Attack lafted the 
whole day, wherein the Befiegers loft 
fix hundred Men, and the Befieged on- 
ly fifty feven. But the Moors having 
renew'd the cae the next morning at 
break of day, that they might afford 
the Befieged no refpite it was fo ob- 
ftinate and furious, that the Town 
had like to have been taken at unawares. 
The Moors having already got to the 
top of the Wall, and being ready to 
leap into the Town, when that Sa/aru, 
who went to all the places that had 
need of his Succours, running thither 
uft in the nick, tumbled them down 


fee the ts of the Walls, and by this 


means deliver’d Merida, that but for 
yen had been now taken ; obliging 

he Befiegers to retire with the lof of 
ee ht bundred me on, whereas he had 
loft but about three hundred. 

The Vigour the Chriftians had exert- 
ed in thefe two Confliéts, did. a little 
coo} that of the Vice-roy, who refolv’d 
to quarter all his Army round’ the 
place, and fee if he could not take it by 
Famine. Salara having perceiv’d his 
Defign, made a very exact review ie 
all 
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all that wasin the Town, that he might 
more duly fee how long his Victuals 
could Jaft. Hefound there to be feve- 
ral ufelefs Mouths, in Women, Chil- 
dren, and Old Men, that were’ paft 
bearing of Arms, and yet confum’d the 
Provifions, that began already to di- 
minifh, thothere had been as yet but 
thirty days Siege, and that they had 
laid up great ftores before-hand. He 
alfo faw it to be impoflible for him to 
hold out much longer, and not being 
{trong enough to ftir out of. the enclo- 
fure of the Town to fight the Enemies, 
he bethought himfelf of employing 
Stratagem, to endeavour to make them 
raife the Siege. Wherefore he fent 
to Muca, That he was miftaken, if he 
thought, by Famine, *to force him to 
Surrender: ‘that he had ftill Bread 
enough for above ten years; and.to 
makegood his words, he causa world 
of Baskets fullof Loaves, to be thrown 
from off the Walls. 

This Complement had like to have 
made Muca runi mad, and he made no 
anfwer to it but by a General Afiault, 
which lafted a whole day, with great 
vigour on both fides: for there fell 


« 


above five hundred Moors, without 
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reckoning. Captain Alicaleyman, who 
was very much wounded, which ex- 
tremely afflicted Afuca. It coft the Be- 
fieged little ae vho alfo loft inthis 

our hundred men. But Muca 
having. been oblig’d to caufe the Retreat 
founded, by : eafon of the night, 
the next morning he fent a Trumpeter 
to the Governour, to fignifie to him, 
That he had made an Oath, and {worn 
by the moft high God, that if the Be- 
leap er ‘d dela} d Surrendring any lone 
ger, they fhould after this, all tono pur- 
pofe i iplore his Mercy. 

Salaru having ftraitways affembled 
the principal men of the Town, gave 
them in a little time a very exa&t. ac- 
count of the ftate of the place; and af- 
ter having made them apprehend the 
neceflity they were in of all things; and 
the little likelihood he faw of being Re- 
wevd, they all agreed to Surrender, 
but upo on the moft advantageous Con- 
ditions the i, could get: Infomuch that 
they made him anfwer; That they 
would w illingly put the Place into, his 
hat nds, PrOV ided he would fuffer them, 
they, their Wives and Children, with 
their Arms and Baggage, to go to: what- 

f 


ever City of the Chriftians they fhould 
pleafe ; 


pleafe ; that all thofe that were minded to 
ftay, fhould not receive any ill treat- 
ment, nor be conftrain'd to quit their 
Religion. Muca agreeing to all thefe 
Articles, and having’ been inc pace to 
Sign’em, ard {wear in the Name of 
the Ca liph his Mafter, never to act 
to the contrary, conceiv’d fuch an e- 
{teem of the Bravery and Fidelity of 
this Governour, and of his ability to 
take his Precautions, that he took a 
Scimitar of great value he ae at his 
Girdle, and himfelf put it on his fid , 
faying, That the Valour with which he 
had fav'd his People trom fo great a 
Danger, merited a thoufand times mo 
Honour than he did him. 

Salara having given him the Heystc of 
the Town ,. where the Riftraf only 
ftaid, he took all thofe along with him 
that were minded to follow him, with 
whom he went on Sh ipboard, to waft 
ore to the neareft Iflands'of t hat Coaft, 
that he might not fee the Ruine of his 
Country,and fo thelter him! (elf from the 


{ervitude * of the pista under which * 9x72 
he forefaw that all Saiz was going to Sevitude.

The Vice-roy of Africa was over- 

joyd at the taking of this great City,

t 
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but could not ftay there long, for 
that there was no fubfiftance tobe got 
out of the Country , that had been 
forfaken by the People, who had all 
taken refuge in the Province, call’d in 
the Spani/b Tongue Caftile, and had left 
this Country defert. For which reafon, 
after having put a Garrifon into the 
Place, he causd all his Troops to 
march towards Hii/palis. They werg 
not gone far, when that his Scouts 
came to give him notice, that the 
world of People that had taken refuge 
there, had occafion’d fuch a Contagi- 
on, that the mortality was general. 
This News put a full ftop to his Ca- 
reer that way; and the fear he was in 
of caufing his Army to perifh, made 
him return to Cordoua, to rejoin Tariff, 
who had fignify’d to him, he was al- 
ready on his way from’ Grenada thither.

Tarif very joyfully acgepted their 
offers, ai to manifeft his Clemency 
to them, and the Ducipline he causd 
his Army .to obferve, having for- 
_ bidden any one foever to enter therein 
without his order, he himfelf,.ione after 
| the other, nominated: all thofe he was 
| willing fhould accompany hin thither, 
to the number of five hundred; with 
whom alighting, he took a turn ‘round 
the Town, vifited all the Fortifications, 
and left there a Natural African, call'd 
Mahomet . Abencorba ,. with a pretty 
| ftrong, Garrifon, for its Prefervation. 
He ftaid no longer there than he had 
«done at @beda, and purfwd his way 
Northwards, acrofsa vatt pile of Moun- 
tains ,. that. feparate Audaleufia from 
Caftile, and ftretch from the Mediter- 
ranean Sea to the Ocean. ‘Thus having 
traversd twenty miles, or thereabouts, 
they are in breadth, he defcended into 
the Plains de la Manche , which the 
Arabs call the Dry Fields *; where har; 
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ving gone near fixty miles without meét- 
ing with any body, all the People ha- 
ving quitted, and being refired into 
the heart of the Country; he at laft 
difcover'd a Town, which feem’d very 
beautiful to him, and much ftronger 
than all thofe he had yet feen, and was 
told that it was Zoledo, the Metropolis 
of Caffile, where the Chri/tian Kings had 
in all times made their abode. Along 
this City ‘paffes the famous River of 
Tage, which alfo difembogues. into the 
Weftern Sea. And here it was -King 
Rodrigo had caus'd the Enchanted 
Tower to be open’d, whereof I have 
made mention in the beginning of this 
Hiftory. | 

Zariff having Encamp’d all his Troops 

in the Neighbourhood, with intention 
to Befiege it, the Chriftians fent to tell 
him, That they had no thoughts’ of 
holding out; and that; provided he 
would fuffer them to enjoy peaceably 
what they had, and permit all thofe 
that were fo minded, to go where they 
pleas'd, with their Families, and all 
their Baggage, they would pay him all 
fort of Obedience, and would be as 
faithful to him, as they had thitherto 
been to their King.

This General having expected to 
have met with fome oppofition in this 


Place, was overjoyd it did not oblige 
him to any ftop; and fwore folemnly 


in the Name of the Caliph Almanzxor, 
his Mafter, for ever to obferve the 
Conditions, on which they would put 


the Keys of fo great a Town into his 


thands. He would needs alfo, for the 
maintaining it in the ancient Preroga- 


tive it had, of being the Capital City 
of fo great a Kingdom, leave there, as 


-Governour, one of his principal Ofh- 
cers, call’d Mahomet Abenbamin, of the 


City of Damas, with the Quality of 
Vice-roy, and a Garrifonhe judg’d con- 


venient. 


_ It is a thing fomewhat aftonishing to

Affault, that was bloody ; after whieh!

Thus they ftaid there only the 
time requifite for the fettling, as Gos 
vernour of all that Province, a Captain 
of great Reputation, born’ in Arabia, 
call’d L/mael Abenhut ; and refolved to| 
pufh their Arms further, and even 
beyond the Mountains the Chri/tzans 
call the Pyrenees, which feparate 
the Kingdom of Spaim from that of 
france.

number of Perfons dy’d of it, it was 
judg’d requifite to leave it ftill alone, 
and that ic would be fufficiently de- 
{troy’d by this Scourge of Heaven, 
without there being any need to infe& 
it likewife with that-of War. 

One thing on which they found 
themfelves oblig’d to think preferable 
to allothers, was to recompence Count 
Fulzan, for the great Services he had 
done to Valid.

whole Kingdom ;-which I make known to 
your Celcitude, that you may order him as 
you fhall pleafe, for your fervice.

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CHAP. XVIL

ii) the Moors, he did not doubt but i

Wherefore feeing that General Abraham 
was Retreated into Caffile, he refolv'd 
to make fomeattempt as might accrue 
to the Credit of his Party. 

With this Defign, he drew together 
the moft men he could, and made up 
a body of fix thoufand men, withwhom 
he came toa {mall City, call’d Gixa by 
the Spaniards, and by the Arabs after 
they had taken it, Zak/a. Wherefore 
having block’d it up with this fmall 
Army, few Moors were there that 
expected to be beleaguer’d by Pelage, 
whom they did not think fo hardy as 
to budge out of the Tenure where he 
had hold. Neverthelefs they ftood out 
fo obftinately with the Captain that 
commanded in the Place, that they 
all dy’d bravely fighting, refufing to 
liften to any Capitulation. 

Pelage much fatisfy d with this {mall 
Conqueft , caus’d it to be fortify’d, 
left there as Governour one of his Cap- 
tains, call’d Manuzes, and retired with 
his men into the heart of the Mountain, 
which the Chriftians in their Tongue 
call Oviedo. Tariff was much afflicted 
at 


at this bad-fuecefs. He then perceiv’d 
that the Rewegado-Bithops had well ad- 


_visd him, when they would have in- 


ducd him to have renderd himéfelf 


_ mafter of that nook of Land; where- 


fore imagining that fome mifchief 
would come on't; after having given 


order to the Troops that were in thofe 
parts to be ready, and fent word to 


Mahomet Abenramin, Governour of 
Toledo, to. draw the moft he could 
together. He alfo fent him Troops 


from him, under one of his Captains, 


call'd Adbenhamza; who carry d him an 
order to attack Pelage. All their. 
Troops being aflembled, were found to 
make up a Body of twelve thoufand 
good men, with whom Abeuramia 
bent his march towards the North. 
Pelagemaking no doubtof getting the 


advantage this fecond time as he had 
_ done the former, refolv'd upon waiting 


the coming of the Enemy in that Town 


he had newly conquerd, with about 


8000 men he then had with him. 


While he was preparing to go re- 
ceive the Moors there, a Chriftian Re- 


_negado gave him notice that his Cap- 
tain Manuzes, had made an offer to 


Tariff of delivering up to him that 
little 
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little City ; nay, and to feize on his 
Perfon: Pelage could not doubt of the 
truth of what he told him, when he 
had fhew’d him a Letter he carryd 
from that General to Manuzes, where- 
in was the whole train of the Confpi- 
racy minuted againft him. He high- 
ly entertain’d the. Renegado; and after 
having made him a world of Prefents, 
he defired him, fince he exprefs'd fo 
much defire to ferve his Country, to 
return to the Moors Camp, to fell 
Abenramin that it was not yet time for 
him to advance, Pe/age not being yet 
arrivd in the Town with all his 
Forces. 

The Renegado having accepted this 
Commiffion, made that forged anfwer 
to Abenramin, who was very glad at 
it, and fent him forthwith back to. 
Gixa, to ftay till the Prince was there 
arrivd, and to bring him immediate 
word. But inftead of going thither, 
he went to the Chriftians Camp. 
Pelage not lofing time, marclrd all the 
night ; and being acquainted with the 
Country, he arriv’d at the Camp of 
the Moors, without they having the 
leaft inckling of him, and attack’d 
them with fo much vigour, that a 
ki 


| fill’d a very great number of them, 
and put all the reft to flight ; obliging 
General Abenramin to Retreat in great 
diforder. 

In this Attack the Moors loft two 
thoufand men, and the. Chriftians 
-about eight hundred. But Pelage 
fearing to ingage too far in the Battel 
with Abenramin, who had double the 
number of his men ; and who, after ha- 
_ ving rally’d his Souldiers that had been 
_ taken unprovided, might furround him ; 
he matlea hafty retreat to the Town 
of Gixa; where asfoon as he was en- 
' tred, hecausd the Traytor Manuzes to 
| be hang’d, and his Body burnt. Then 
for fear the Moors might take that 
Town again , after having turnd out 
all its Inhabitants, he fet fire tot, and 
Retreated into the Mountains .to de- 
fend their entrance againft the Moors, 
by whom he was under fear of being 
purfud. 

And indeed Adbenramin followd Pe- 
lage at the heels ; fo as that he arrivd 
at Gixa before the fire was quite cxtin- 
suifhed. Whereupon having crofsd it 
without making any flay, that he 
might endeavour to overtake Pelage, 
he found him pofted-at the fame Place 
K 
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where General 44raham was defeated. 
He f is Pott too diffieult to force, 
that he durft not undertake it, for fear 
of not fucceeding; and _ contenting 
himfelf with garnifhing well that fron- 
tier, he bent his march back to ek, 
ith all his Army, being afham’d < 
his having cata fo little in this 
Expedition.

The Unhappy end of Count Julian, 
of the Counte{s his Wife, and 
of Florinda his Daughter. 


Ount Fulian having taken leave of 

the Moorifb Generals, as has been 
faidin the former Chapter, affembled all 
his Adherents, as well Relations, as. thofe 
that had follow’d his Fortune ; and feeing 
the bad condition the A/gefires,and his o- 
ther Lands were in,he went to fettle him- 
elf in a very pleafant place, that is 
upon the back of the’ Mediterranean 
Sea, call’d by the Spaniards Villa Vitio- 
fas from whence he could give the 
orders neceflary for the reparation of 
all his Houfes, and the adminiftration 
of thevaft Eftate he had. As foon as 
he was there arrivd, he fent to his 
Wife and Daughter to come to him. 
They had ever made their abode. at 
Tangier, waiting the event of this 
War; but feeing it terminated, they

fail’'d not to repair immediately to him. 
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The Count and Countefs were over- 
joy'd to fee one another again, after fo 
long a feparation™; only Florinda 
continu'd full melancholy, whatever 
Car {les were made her by her Father 
and Mother, and whatever care they 
both took for her Diverfion.

ca; for now the worst Perfon that ever 
was, is going to dye.

His Ifland is Scituated under the 

Elevation of the Artéque Pole, 
from the Thirtieth to the Fiftieth 
Degree, on the North. of thofe King- | 
doms of Africa, that are under my 
Government; and which are fevered 
from it partly by the Mediterranean 
Sea, and partly by the great Ocean. 

All this Country that we have Con- 
querd, contains about Eighteen Hun- 
dred Miles in Circumference; and 
{tretches out into a Length, reprefent- 
ingthe Figure of an Animal. The 
Climate is exempt from bad Vapours ; 
theAir is there everSerene and refrefh’d 
by the Winds, which occafions the. 
People to be longLiv’d and veryHealth- 
ful ; the Plains are water'd with anInfini- 
ty of Springs that fall from the Rocks, 
whofe Water is ‘very fubtile and well 
tafted. All thefe Waters collected 
from fpace to fpace, from NobleRivers, 
the moft of which have their Courfe 
towards the We/?, and fo go and difem- 
bogue themfelves into the Ocean, tho 
there are fome that fall into the Medi- 
terranean Sea; and al! of them furnifh 
the People with a World of Fith of a 
very 


_ very good Tafte, and not Unhealthful, 
We fee no Serpents there, nor any 
Wild Beafts; there are no Leopards 
nor Lyons, Ounces or Griffins: And 
when any of thofe Creatures’ have been 
fometimes brought thither from other 
Countries, they could not live. ‘This 
occafions the Country to be very Po- 
pulous, and that there are neither

bited * Befides this, there areal] forts Deft 


of Fruits, as well in Winter as Sum- 
“mer; there being fo many Treesin the 
Gardens, that they feem to be Forrefts, 
and fuch Delicious Places, as feem to 
be a Terreftial Paradice. In Summer, 
there is a vaft abundance of ail fort of 
Meat, by means of the great abun- 
‘dance of Pafturages’; where an infini- 
ty of Cattel is ever found, and a great 
quantity of all forts of Wild and Tame 
‘Birds, that even come to Winter there 
from feveral Countries, as one more 
Temperate. :

needful in Phyfick. They gather there 
Silk and Linnen in abundance, of 
which they make very fine Stuffs. 
There are Mines of Silver, of Copper, 
of Lead, of Iron, and Quick-filver : 
For as for Gold, I have not heard there 
was any. Asthere are many different 
Nations, there are alfo feveral forts 
of Tongues, that have notany Relati- 
on with ours. 

This Peninfula confines upon France 
on the North, and is * feparated thence 
by very high and very rugged Moun- 
tains, by them calld the Pyrenees. 
We pafsd them, Yardf and I, in the 
Head of your Armies; but we 
thought that it hecame us not to un- 
dertake the ‘Conqueft of another 
Kingdom than that of Spam, without 
your Permiffion : After having entred 
pretty far into the Country, we Re- 
tired again, without having loft any 
of our Men.

Service; and to fhew the value he had

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for him, he commanded his Brother to

I{mael fent immediately a Courier to 
his Brother, to fignify to him the 
manner of his Reception.

He was very welcome at 7hu- 
nis, and had ‘immediate Audience of 
Mahomet ; to whom he gave the Caliph's, 
his Mafters Letter, and the Prefents 
he had brought.

Adilbar went to inveft the City 
of FAifpalis with his Army, but 
is conftrain d to raife the Siege, 
and return to Cordoua. 


7Hen that General Zarif’ and 

the Vice-roy Muca had repafs'd 

theSea, before they began their Voy- 
age, the one into the Zaf, according 
to Almaszors orders, and the other in- 
to the Weft, to his Palace of Morocco, 
where his Brother //mae/ expected him ; 
they caus’d Proclamation * to be made * Boch 
throughout all Africa, in the name of 2°.) 


the Emperour their Mafter ; That all oceans 
thofe that were minded to pafs into spot 
‘ : ; rumpet,’ 
Spain, there to inhabit, needed only to : 
repair thither; and that they fhould 
have Lands given them to cultivate, 
Houfes to dwell in, with all the con- 
veniences neceflary to Life; and great 
Priviledges and Exemptions. Thefe 
Promifes,and the rumour of the Beauty 
AD Bee of 
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of the Country’ , causd a world of 
People to pais the Sea ; not only Na- 
tural Moors, but-Fews of the Hebrew 
, Nation, who pafsd it with their Wives 
- and Children, ane all the Goods they 
had, to the number of fifty thoufand 
Families, according tothe ‘Regifter'ta- 
ken of em by Adilbar. 
ste Vice-roy, by an exprefs order 
ehad receiv’d from Almanzor, of re- 
popu ating that great Kingdom, which 
1e had confided to his Conduct, di- 
tributed with an admirable ceconomy, 
throughout the Kingdom of Spain thefe 
new Spaniards, according as they land- 
ed. The Governours, and Subordinate 
Commanders, gave afterwards in the 
Provinces and Cities, to each of thofe 
amilies, Conquerd Lands, proporti- 
ar ly as they were convenient for “em 
to live in, whereof he made particular 
Eftates. And they had all. fo great 
an application to this matter, and kept 
fuch good order, that this great extent 
of Land became ina fhort fpace more 
populous, and more cultivated, than it 
had ever been before; and the new 
comers were fo well accuftomed with 
the Natives of the Country, that there 
feemid not to be any difference among 
em, 
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‘em, nor as if any change had there hap- 
pend. 

Adilbar feeing fo numerous a People 
under his fway, and all the particular 
Governours. fo obedient to his will” : | 
thought himfelf in a pofture to tate rie yd bj | 
fome attempt for the fervice of his Ma- ‘| 
fter. He remembred that they had 
not dared to attack Fiifpalis, by reafon 
of the Peftilence that raged there when 
the Generals went away ; and had in- : 
formations that the Ch riftians flocked ul 
thither from all patts, fince its ceafing. | 
For which reafon, having affembled the 
ereateft number he could of Infantry 
and Cavalry , and eate a4 Body of 
twelve thoufand sane d two thou- 
{and Horfe ; he departed from Cordoua, 
after having g given all tl ¢ Directions re- 
quifite, and march’d aif ectly to Hilpa- 
Jisin the head of this Art my 3 ; fmall in- 
deed, but very brave, a nd provi ided 
with all things n eceffary He firaight- * 
ways fent a Tr rumpeter fo Sum avons 
the Inhabitants to Surrender, promi- pointe 
fing them all fort of good ulage, as 
Generals of Armies are wont to doin 
fuch occafions. 

The Inhabitants, without life ening to 
his Promifes, or being concernd his 
L 4 
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ae 
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Threats, made no other anfwer, but 
that they were refolvd to defend the 
goodnefs of their Caufe to the laft , 
and to be cut all in pieces, rather than 
fall under Slavery. 

After fuch an Anfwer, Adilbar 
thought there was no farther parlying. 
On the morrow morning, he caus‘d a 
moft furious Affault to be made: But as 
the Befieged were well inform’d of the 
manner with which the Moors had per- 
formd the Sieges of all the other 
Towns of Spaix, they had made Pro- 
vifion of a world of Pofts of feveral 
fafhions, which they fill'd with boyling 
Oyl, Funiper and Turpentixe, and threw 
them upon the Befiegers ; which burnt 
them alive, and incapacitated them 
from fighting, by reafon of the vio- 
lence of the pain they fuffer’d. 

Adilbar confasd and vex’d at the 
damage his men had receivd from 
the Beleaguer’d, without its being in 
his Power to do them any, caus’d the 
Retreat to be founded, and his Troops 
put into Quarters, to fee what he had 
todo: He had loft four hundred men 
in this firft Affault, and plainly per- 
ceivd, that as often as he employ’d 
force, there would be nothing to be 
got, 


| 
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sot. Wherefore he imagin’d, that be- 
ing Mafter of the Field, and having 
Victuals abundance in his Army, whofe 
fubfiftance he could furnifh to as long 
as he pleasd, in the Neighbourhood 
of that Town, he could fo well block 
up the Avenues, that it fhould be con- 
ftraind to Surrender, without his fo 
much as lofing one man; he refolv’d not 
to decamp thence till he had famiflid it. 

The Beleaguer’d guefling that the 
Moors had taken this courfe, fince they 
had remained five and twenty days to- 
gether, without continuing their at- 
tacks; they refolv'd to Sally out upon 
them, when as they leaft expected it. 
For this purpofe, without making any 
Bufile, as could make the Befiegers 
fufpecd their Defign, they aflembled 
all their refolute* men 5 And one Night, *mzi, He 
Sallying out of one of their Gates, they eos 
fell with much vigour upon Adilbars 
Camp. 

The Moors defended themfelves with 
sreat Refolution, but believing the 
number of their Enemies ftill greater 
than it was, in the darknefs that hin- 
der'd them from viewing one another, 
they betook themfelvesto flight *, and pyc, g 
the Chriftzans madea great flaughter of Rout.»

he had caus‘d them to obferve. Thus 
fearing the oy might engage too far on 
the purfui tof the Moors, who might 
cut thei off, he caus’d it to be found- 
ed, when he jude’d it convenient. 

"The Chriftians had much ado to 
refolve upon quitting the Engagement, 
being very much flefh’d by the Moors, 

vho gave way before them on all fides, 
and were purfud by them with the 
Sword in their Reins: But at the long 
run, retiring by little and little, in the 
order that had been preferibd them, they 
re-entred the Town, where they were 
receivd with great "Applaufes, by the 
Beleaguer'd; who causd a world of 
Mufical Inftruments to be founded, in 
token of _Jo oy for fo great a Victory. 

The Day being come, the flaughter 
the Ch viftians had made appear'd. to 
Adilbar much greater than he had be- 
liev'd it: And 7 perceiving the ftreagth 
of 


of this Town, andthe Valour of thofe 
that defended it, he found it more con- 
venient to raife the Siege, than to per- 
|. fit any longer obftinately in an Enter- 
| prize,which was more difficult than he 
had imagin'd.

mae was difconfolate at the bad 
event of the firft Enterprize he 
had made for the Valid’s Service : He 
was afhamd that the only Town the 
Chriftians held in Spain, had refitted 
him, after Zarif, with fo little pains, 
had taken all the reft. He imagin‘d 
all the Afoors * murmurd at it, and 
himfelf found that A/manzor could 


Scandal. not effectually call himfelf abfolute 


Mafter of that Country, as long as 
that Town was not under his Obedi- 
ence. 

Wherefore having fent for all the Goe 
vernours of thofe Provinces,and confer- 
red with them about the neceffity, and 
the means for the reducing it ; he began 
to make greater Preparations than he 
had yet done; and having affembled 
fifteen 


‘fifteen thoufand Foot, and fifteen’ hun- 
dred Horfe, he took the Field in the 
beginning of the Spring *, of the 957h 
| Year of the Hegira, and march’d-di- 
rectly to Hifpalis; in the Neigh- 
bourhood. whereof, he lodg’d-all his 
/ Troops. 

The tryal he had made in the firft 
Siege, of the Valour and Induftry of 
the Beleaguer’d, which had made him 
break up from thence,--without having 
effected the leaft, had.render’d him 
wife; andas he was a;good * Com- 
‘mander, he had caus’d certain Chariots

ceivd thence as haughty an Anfwer.as: 
that he had before, he caus’d his cover’d 
‘Chariots to advance; with,a -multitude: 
of Pioneers,, fuftained by» a good 


plac'd underneath ; and having brought 
ithem near the Courtin, he had. it un- 
dermind 


number of Souldiers, that he had. 
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dermin’d in the Places he jude’d to 
be the weakeft. 

The Beleaguer’d feeing thefe Ma- 
chines, and dread ng the effedt of them, 
aflembled to confalt: about the moft pre- 
per means to fecure themfelves frony fo 
sreat a danger. ‘Their Governour, 
calfd Sarmato, being a Man of Wit 
and Refolution, let them fee that there 
was no occafion for them to be alarny’d 
as they were, and causd them to fepa- 
rate into three Brigades , that they 
might the more eafily fuftain the three 
different Attacks. 

Adilbar had not omitted any one of 
the Precautions he could imagine, 
againft all that the Beleaguer’d could 
invent for their defence; and as he 
had caus'd: ‘to be made a kind of great

very great Stones, he pointed them to 
the places where they could do mott 
mifchief ;>-and making “em mount 
upon his Chariots, he caus‘d fo great 2 
quantity of ‘em to be thrown, that 
few places were there in the ‘City, 
where the Chrifians could be in 

fafety. 
Sarmato feeing fo many extraordinary 
means employ’ d to attack him,fellon ep 
e 


| 
| 
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fide alfo to the contriv ing fome for his 
Defence;and having causd the ftrongeft 
of the Inhabitants to aflemble, with fit- 

ting Inftruments ‘for the removing the 
Earth, he caus‘d Ramiparts to be rais‘d, 
behind and within the Walls , that 
when even the Moors fhould have effect- 
ed the making fome Breaches therein, 
they might find ’em ftopt with fo much 
Earth, as that it would x impoffible 
for them to enter’em. This wife Go- 
wernour, by this Precaution, put him- 
felfin a pofture of receiving no damage 
from all the Inventionsof his Enemies : 
For there was already fo much Earth 
behind the Wall, that when they ha 
broken it, they would find they had 
Sot nothing by the bargain: Nay, 
and many had been cruflid to pieces 
by the great Stones the Chriftians roll d 
upon thofe Chariots: Andas for eit 
the Moors caus‘d to be thrown into the 
Town, as there ftood Sentinels on the 
top of the Towers, to give the Signal 
to the Inhabitants to make their efcape, 
when they faw any coming, moft com- 
monly all their Machines were fruit- 
Jefs. 

Adilbar being in Defpondency at fo 

many ill fucceiies, refolv’d upon giving 
a 
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ageneral Affault. While he was prepa- 
ring all his Forces for that purpofe, 
and that the Scaling, Ladders were 
erected on one fide, he causd his Cha- 
riots to take a great circuit towards 
the other end of the City, for the un- 
dermining the Wall at the fame 
time. Whereupon, having given 
the Signal for the attack, at break 
of day, which he had chofen for 
that intent, the Befiegers went on 
with an extraordinary fury, and the 
Befieged fuftain’d it with great refos 
Jution. 

The Moors in the mean while, ha- 
ving again changd their Chariots, and 
faftening upon part of the Wall that 
was weaker than the reft, made a great 
Breach, by which fome enterd the 
Town; but Sarmato repairing in all 
haft thither, with a great many Soul- 
diers, left them there not long ; and 
having drove them thence, caus’d that 
gap to be ftopt up with a great quanti- 
ty of Earth: Certain it 1s, the Town 
had been taken, had he delay'd one mo- 
ment longer ; but the Night having 
put an end to the Conflidt, Adi/dar 
found he had loft five hundred men, 
whereas the Befieged had loft but two 
hundred. 


hundred : So great an oppofition made 
him take up again the Refolution he 
took the time before, of flopping up 
all the Avenues of the Town, that fo 
the Chriffians, being prefsd by hunger 
and thirft, might be con{traind to Sur- 
render. He remairi‘d there in this man- 
ner forty five days, after which, Sar- 
mato confidering that Adi/bar might 
hold him block’d up in this manner, 
as much, and as long ashe pieasd, be- 
ing Mafter of the Field, from whence 
he might have'all forts of Refreih- 
ments;he refolvd upon going to ai- 
tack him in his Camp, ashe had done 
the time before. 

Wherefore having aflembled twelve 
hundred Foot, choice men, and a hun- 
dred Horfe, he causd them to Sally 
out at Mid-night, through a Poftern- 
gate of the Town. ‘The Moors having 
feen the Chriftians had been fo long 
without fighting, did not expect this 


fudden Affault at all: By this means 


the Chriftians kill'd a very great num- 
ber of them, and retired in good or- 
der, by favour of the night. .4dilbar 
fearing the like accident to that which 
befell him in the former Siege, ient 
a part of his Horfe to ftop the Souk 
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’ re minded to purfue them: 
catornbchs that he found the next day 
hat he had loft four hundred Foot, and 
irty. Horfe, whereas there fell not 
above a hundred and fifty of the Chrz/ti 
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ans, whom this General causd to be 

Interr'd as AN oh the Moors, for fear 

of their creat ne an Infection in his 
amp. 

The Befieged were much fatisfy’d 
with the fuccefs of this fecond Sally; 
but in a fhort time after, Adélbar caus’d 
a fecond affault to be made, which 
was i, furious, that whatever  re- 
fiftance they made, the Moors at length 
Oair da Courtine. The Governour 
flying thither forthwith with a re-in- 
forcement af Souldiers, perform’d fo 
well, that he at laft drove the}Afvors 
again from their Poft, and put it into 
a pofture of Defence. This Con- 


ict lattadad rom break of day, till 
Three of tl he Clock j in the * Afternoon ; 
when Adilbar feeing his men difheart- 


, 4re-ned, caus'd a Retreat to be founded, 


to drefs the w ounded. He foun d among 
the Dead three hundred Moors, and 

out a ede and fifty Ghrihneie 
but ee was a very great number 
wounded; and among others, one of 
his

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his Officers, called Halt Abeuzaiuee, 
which afflicted him very much, and 
whom he causd carefully to be drefsd, 
as well as all the reft; confirming 
himfelf in the firft Refolution he had 
taken; of having the Town by. Fa- 
mine. 

The Befieged fearing to wart Vidtu- 
als, that they might precaution them- 
{elves before-hand, with the remedies 
neceflary againft the mifchief where- 
with they were threatned, had causd 


very deep * Canals to be made, from x papi, 
the Weffern Gate of their Town to a Ditches; 


great River, that paffing very near 
their Walls, falls afterwards into the 
Sea. By the means of thefe Canals, 
they went into the River with great 
Boats; and thefe Canals being Forti- 
fy’d all along with good ‘Trenches, 
infomuch that the Cavalry could not 
do them any mifchief, there came to 
them, from time to time, Vidctuals 
from the Mountains.of a certain Coun- 


try, call’d Bifcaya : Thefe Canals were 


a very great help to the Befieged ; for 
befides their having by this means: all 
things brought them, the Water of 
the River fervd them for a thoufand 


conveniences: 
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Adilbar having not then any Ships 
to hinder the Chri/tians from having 
every moment all neceflaries, was very 
much at alofs, and was loath to re- 
folve upon raifing the Siege once again: 
When news was brought him of the 
revolt of the Governour of Valence, 
call'd Abubaher el Handali, and of the 
Inroads he made into the Neighbour- 
ing Provinces of that Kingdom. 

So urgent an evil, and which he faw 
himfelf indifpenfably oblig’d forthwith 
to remedy, made him prefently raife 
the Siege, and march long. days jour- 
neys to Cordoua; which the Chriffi- 
aus of Fiifpalis were very glad of.

‘He ‘great Siege, wherein Abuba- 
her el landali, Governour- of 
Valence, faw Adilbar engag’d in, had 
made him hope that he might in that 
time, render himfelf abfolute Mafter 
of that fine Province. In this Defign, 
having gaind all the Governours of 
the {fmaller Cities, and all the Martial 
Men under his Authority, he would 
needs caft off the Valid’s Oath ; and 
having brought a {mall Army on Foot, 
he began to make Incurfions into the 
Neighbourhood, that he might by 
force oblige all the People there- 
abouts to obey him as their Soveraign 
Lord. 

Adilbar being inform’d of thefe 
Tranfactions, as [ faid in the foregoing 
Chapter; causd a new Army to ai- 
femble, of ten thoufand Foot, and

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eight hundred Horfe; and with 
thefe Forces, crofling the high Moun 
tains that are on the South, hearrivd 
atthe City of Marcia; to whofe foot 
extends the Government of Valence: 
Abraham Efeal adart was then Govet-

He causd a Fleet of 
forty Ships to be fitted out for that 
purpofe, with all the Magnificence 
requifite for fo folemn an Embafly, and 
which was undertaken for fo agree- 
able an end. TZariff being émbark’d 
with a world of Courtiers, and a good 
number of Souldiers, arrivd fafe at 
Thunis, where he was receiv'd and en- 
tertain’d with all his People, as well 
as heart could wifh; and after having 
made a very fhort abode there, he 
went on Board his Ships again, with 
the Princefs Omalahaire, and all her 
Train, and return’d into the Levaut 
with a very fair wind.

Muca having with great refpect re- 
ceiv'd the King his Matters Letter, in 
a fhort time affembled an Army of 
thirty thoufand Foot, and having got 
together all forts of Ammunition, and 
fitted outa mighty Fleet, he embark’d 
in it himfelf, with the Royal Trea{ure he 
had in his keeping, finding that it 
could not be better employ d than for 
fo good an occafion, for which it was 
undoubtedly referv'd : Nay, he thought 
himfelf oblig’d to quit all things, to fig- 
+ aroulas, TAlize his Zeal and Fidelity in his Ma- 
King and fters* fervice, and contribute thereto, 
Lord. not only with his Cares, but with his 
Perfon. In his room in Africa he left 
very brave Man, and in whom he had 
creat Confidence, calld Alicunicy, a 
Native of Stony Arabia, and arriv'd 
fafe at Thunis with all his Army, at the 
end ofthe Moon of Raéeh, on the 2 of 
that fame year 97 of the Aegira.

There he found King Adoulvalid em- 


Pot together in thofe parts; who em- 
brac'd him very affectionately, and ca- 


refsd him toa highdegree. ‘This Prince 
hadalready nominated Zariff Abenziet, 
who had atchiev'd the Conqueft of the 
Kingdom of Spaiz, in his Fathers Life- 
time, Generaliffimoof all his Forces, and 
had caft his Eyes upon him, as upon 
the greateft, and moft lucky Captain 
of thofe times. | 

Thefe two great Armies having been 
along while in embarking, the King 
put at length to Sea, and with as fair 
a Wind as he could wifh, in a few days 
time hearrivd in Anabia; where ha- 
ving made a Review of all his Troops, 
his Army was found to be fixty five 
thoufand Foot, and five thoufand 
Horfe, which gave him a great deal of 
Joy. 

All the People of that Coaft, feeing 
fo numerous and fo flourifhing an Ar- 
my, far from oppofing his Defcent, 
declar'd themfelves immediately for 
him. 

In the mean while, Prince Abraham 
knowing all his Brothers Preparations, 
didnot fleep onhis fide.

They were all fo fenfibly perfwaded by 
his Arguments, that in their own De- 
fence, they made up a very confidera- 
blé Army, that was found to be fixty 
thoufand men, got truly in the beft 
manner they could together. 

Abrakam having made no difficulty 
to go meet his Brother with his Forces, 
the Battel was fought in the Plain of 
Cahar, on the 3 of the Moon De/guzhi- 
da*, in the year 97.

Abraham then 
perform’d all that could be done by a 
great General, and a good Souldier:

Adilbar, Vice-roy of Spain, leads 
his Army into Bilcaya, againft 
Pelagius, and thence returns 
without doing ought. 


Dilbar having fped fo ill inthe 
Siege of Hifpalis, he had receiv'd 
order from King ‘Aboulvalid his Matter, 
to go the fooneft he could, to make 
the Conqueft of thofe Mountains, 
where Pelage had made his Retreat, 
and where an infinite number of Chriftz- 
aus were gone to find him, from all the 
corners of Spain,.'to fave themfelves, 
with their Wives and Children, from 
the fury. of the Moors.

; he was cunning and crafty, he an- 

{werd very pet ‘tinently, and without 

being at a lofs: Pelage. neverthelefs

After this, the Renegado took his 
time fo well, that he found the means

Courage. 

Adilbar being incourag’d by this 
Relation,  refolv’d upon undertaking 
the War ‘againtt Pelage, well perceiving 
that if he had once reduc’d the Ohi 
aus of that Canton, Fifpalis would 
no longer put him in pain, the fuccours 
thatFown had receiv'd from Bifcaya,ha- 
ving occafiond it’s not being furrendred. 
| Wherefore he prepar'd fuddenly to be- 
| fiege it, as not believing thofe Moun- 
| tainers could. refift him long; and 
flattering himfelf with the hopes of ren- 
| dring <Aboulvalid the abfolute Matter 
3 of all’ Spainv,-as far as the Pyrenean 
| Mountains, that feparate it from France. 

For this purpofe he aoe twelve 
thoufand Foot, and would not take any 
| Horfe along, as not believing they 
| could be ufeful to him in fo rocky a 

Country *. With this fmall Army, * Gubsirs

of chat Court, and Lodg’d in the De- 
ceafed Kings Palace. 

Having forthwith conven’d all the 
Members of the Council of that King- 
dom, and having let them perufe the 
Powers he had.from Aboulvalid, in his 
Wame to take Pofleffion of that State ; 
they examin’d them, and having found 
them in the form they ought to be, 
King ‘Aboulvalid was acknowledg’d and 
declard King of that great Kingdom, 
and Adbulcacim Aben Marchan Vice-roy 
in hisabfence. But asinall times, and 
all Countries, People there are Tranf- 
ported with a defire of Ruling; one of 
the Principal Governours. was there of 
this ; who flattering himfelf with the 
thought that being Afahomet Gilhairs 
near Relation, the Kingdom ought ra- 
ther to appertain to him, than to his 
Daughter, began under-hand to follicit 
all the Leading men ‘and Governours, 
each in his turn, to affift him with his 
Forces. He reprefented tothem, That 
being born inthe Country, and with 
them brought up, and the late Kings 
neareft Relation, :the Crown belong’d 
to him, rather than to a Foreigner; 
and had the knack fo to coaks them 
with fine promifes, that they at laft i 
foly'c 
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folvd among themfelves for the moft 
part, to throw of Aboulvalid’s ¥ oak, 
and to place him in his ftead upon the 
Throne. Alacae (fo was this Captain 
call'd) wanting not courage for fo no- 
ble an enterprize ; having aflembled 
all the heads of his Party, entred’ by 
main force into the Palace, where 
Aben i farcban had his refidence. This 
Vice-King diftrufted nothing; but as 
foon as h 1e had notice of fo very trea~ 
cherous a defign, having put himfelf 
upon his defence with what happen’d

L HE Caliph thinking only now 
of leading a more calm, and fe- 

ate life, and aera: that he had

him ; he. was very willing to fecure 
to him the Geesaae before he was over- 
taken by Death, that regards Kings no 
more than other men. For which 
reafon, after having convend all the 
Grandees of hisKingdom, a Morabire, 
calld Mahomet Algafeli, that was in 
ereat favour with him, and whofe ad- 
vice he demanded in things of the high- 
eft importance; by his order made them 
a long Speech, on which he gave them 
to underf{tand, the reafon for which he 
had calld them together; which was 
to 
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to own Prince facob Almanzor for 

Lawful King of all his great Realms, 

after his Fathers Death. The States o#? — 

having declar’d, they all approvd this he 

defign, as athing very acvantageous to Throne. 

the good and profit of all the Nations. 

King Aboulvalid having one day put on 

his Royal Robes, fat in-his Throne, and 

causd Prince Facob Alimanzor to fit there

Let your Celfitude then, continued 
he, to fbow you make an folemn 
Oath, do as I do: In uttering thefe 
words, he took the Book, and _ ha- 
ving kid, and put it on his Head, 
he prefented it to the Prince, who 
did the like. 

This Ceremony being finifh’d, 
all the Governours, and Leaders 
of Troops , going out before the 
Prince , fet “him on Horfeback, and 
carryd him around through. the 
City, in great Pomp, amid the 
noife of a world of Inftruments : And 
all alighting at the great Mofch; 
and having ‘faid their Prayers there, 
returnd with the fame Pomp to 
the Palace, where the King his 
Father waited his coming, and where 
the whole Cavalcade ended and fepa- 
rated, 

This folemnity lafted three whole 
days ; wie ahich there was nought 
but Feafts, Conferts of Mufick, Tur- 
naments, and all the other Recréa- 
tions to be thought of.

| Thefe. three days that had been 
given to joy being paisd, the King 
caus the States to be held once 
again in his Palace, to confirm and | 
ratify all ‘that had been done ; and 
the Morabite opend the Seffions in 
thefe terms.  luffrious Captains, Ge- 
nerous Governours, Brave Cavaliers, 
that are here all prefent ; do not you 
confirm and ratify the Oath of Allegi- 
ence, to Prince Jacob Almanzor, or 
Soveraign Lord, who is bere prefent ? 
And all having anfwer'd Tes; and 
faid exprefly, that they ratify dit. 
Let all, purfu'd he, for the conclufi- 
on of fo folemn an Oath, do then, as 
the King and I fhall do: In finifh- 
ing thefe. words the King arofe , 
and having taken the <lcoran, he 
kifsd jt, and put it again upon the 
Table; he alfo took the Prince his 
Sons hand and kifsd it; and after 
that the Morabite, and all thoie

py Betvalid was much joy’d to fee all 
: _his great Kingdoms in Peace, and 
vall the Wars and Diffentions he had 
jbeen. oblig’d to undergo, abfolutely 
|ftifled :. But as the Wheel of Fortune 
}turns continually , and there is no 
man upon Earth, that has a con- 
‘tinued and an accomplifh’d happi- 
inefs; all Great, and all Mighty, as 
jhe was, he try’d it like other men: 
‘For he fell into fo obftinate and {0 
violent a Feaver, that whatever care 
the greateft. and ableft Phyficians 
in the World took, that were at 
that time, they could not bring any 
Remedy to it. Wherefore this Prince 
decing that all that was. given Aa 
dic 
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did him more hurt than good, re- 


folvd upon taking nothing at all: | 
And one day, in thew prefence, and | 
in that of the Principal Perfons of — 
his Court, he faid, That he plainly 
perceiv'd it to be the Will of God, 


that he fhould -dye of that illnefs ; 
that thus he thank’d them for all 
the pains they had thitherto  ta- 
ken, and that he had no longer 


any need of them. Then he dife 


mifs’d them, as well as all thofe that 


were about his Bed, and fent for) 
Mahomet Alzafeli the Morabite, to con= 
fer with him upon all things, and 


to provide the beft he could for the 
Government of the State, after his 
Death ; which was what put him 


moft in pain: For he plainly faw 


his Son was. as yet too Young, to 
be able to contain fo many Nations 
in their Duty ; and that it was ab 
folutely requifite, to give the Regen= 


cy of the State to fome one, during: 


his Minority. He was much at 4a 
lofs, how to determine on whom to 
pitch; but he and Algafeli at laft 
concluded , that there ‘was not 4 
man of more Ability, nor in whom 
more Confidence could be put, than 
in 


in Mahomet Amcari; his very near 
Relation; infomuch, that having had 
him calfd to him, to tell him the 
choice he had made of his Perfon; 
and <Amcari having made him a 
thoufand Proteftations of Acknow- 
-ledgment and Fidelity, he nam’d him 
in his laft Will and Teftament , the 
Regent and  Lieutenant-General of 
the Empire, till that his Son Alman- 
zor Was at Age to Govern. | 
He livd but a very few days 
after having declard his Will in 
this manner. And as he had go- 
vernd with much Lenity and Juttice, 
his Funeral, that was perform’d 
with great flate, was accompany’d 
with a real Mourning by. all the 
People, and with fuch tears as de- 
parted from a down-right AffliGtion. 
Mahomet Amcari having immediately 
taken upon him the management 
of. Affairs , ~the Queen Mother re- 
folv’d to live retired, as being well 
becoming a Widow; and that fhe 
might have the more care of her 
Son, and keep him in the greater 
fecurity , withdrew to a Country 
‘Houfe, whither the Caliph Almamzor, 
her Father-inelaw, formerly retired : 
an 
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and where there was all forts of 
Conveniences. 

Wherefore - being gone thither to 
fhut her felf up with all her Fa. 
mily, and that of the King her Son; 
Amcari teeing himfelf abfolute Mafter 
of the State, and obeyd by all the 
Governours of all the Realms that 
compofe this great Empire, began to 
be fenfible of the movements of 
Ambition, and the defire of. Reign- 
ing, that glides by little and little, 
like an Earth-worm, into the Hearts 
of all men; who from the nothing, 
wherein they were, fee themfelves 
raisd up to Authority: For after 
having began to prick him on by 
little bites, they came at length to 
gnaw him all over. | 

Having his mind poflefsd with 
this thought, and only thinking of 
the means to bring it about, he 
thought it expedient. to begin with 
gaining over the Principal men. of 
the Council and Army, and the Go- 
vernours of the Towns and — Pro- 
vinces; as thofe that had all the 
Forces of the State in their hands. 
Wherefore he Jet..not any occafion 
flip) of making them Prefents, and.

| of obliging them. When any of 
» them dy’d, he only put in their 
| ‘place fuch people as of whom he 
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| savas well affured*, and whom he ~“#>ea, 


thought would not fail him on oc- 
cafion; and did this with fo much 
diffimulation, that as he fpoke to 
no body of his defign, nor did any 
| body perceive it. . At length, having 
| .difpos'd all things to his fancy; ha- 
ving reducd them to the point he 
judged proper for the Executing of 
his Treafon, he would needs com- 
municate his mind to one of his 
principal friends, whom he had 
made head of the Council of War, 
calld Aber  Culeyman ; who told 
him frankly, That fince he askd 
him his advice, he found great in- 
conveniences, in undertaking a thing 
of that nature, as long as the Prince 
Facob _ Almanzor his Matter was alive: 
For as he was beloved by. all. his 
Fathers Creatures, there would be 
doubtlefs, many Governours that 
would declare. for him; that this 
enterprize would feem very {ftrange 
to the Arabiaus ; and that it would 
meet with great difficulties in the 
Provinces ; where, in imitation of him- 
> felf, 


ready to 
ferye him. 
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felf, there would not. be .a Goverz 
nour, but would make himfelf King, 
in the extent of his Government ; 
That thus, whereas all he intended 
to do, was only to augment. his 
Authority, and be abfolute and in- 
dependant, he would find himfelf 
aby{sd, in the ftormy Sea of” Wars, 


which fuch an *over-turning would 
occafion ; and that after he ‘had 


‘thus Rioted the people, it would 


be no longer in his power to calm 
them : Thefe reafons feem’d very 
pertinent to Mahomet Amcari; and 
as he had ever {ped in following the 
other Councils given him by Aden 
Culeyman, he plainly. faw, that this 
he then gave him, departed from a 
man confummated in the experi- 
ence of State Affairs: Wherefore he 
bethought himfelf of an  indubita- 
ble expedient, which was to rid 
himfelf of Prince A/marnzor. He was 
refolvd not to communicate this 
thought to any other than the fame 
Alen Culeyman; but that Wife Coun- 
cellour {till erideavoured to divert 
him gently, and by the beft reafons 
he could bethink himfelf of; from 
fo wicked a defign; being in no 
wile 


wife able to approve of fo horrible 
a cruelty, and fo bafe and black an 
action. Neverthelefs perceiving he 
could not root this intention out of 
his mind, he was furioufly vexd ; 
and having at laft refolvd upon ap- 
plying a fitting remedy, he thought 
it to be time to difcover the fecret 
of this Treafon , to the Captain-Ge- 
neral, as to his beft friend, and to 
the Prince. his Mafters moft Faith- 
ful Servant. Muca being much fur- 
prizd at fuch an infidelity, having 
confirmd his. friend in the defign 
he already had, of preventing {fo 
sreat a mifchief; after having con- 
certed together what they had todo, 
and promisd one another the {ftrict- 
eft fecrefie, they refolvd that dex 
Culeyman fhould continue to put the 
Regent upon this matter, of which 
he made him the confident ; anc 
that he fhould endeavour to difco- 
ver by what byafs he pretended to 
bring about his defign , that fo they 
might by the fame means break all 
his meafures. 

This being their refult, Azen Cu- 
leyman happening to be with Amcari 
alone, did not fail to put him upon

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that ala ie t and the ‘Regent ha- 
ving told him, That finding the diff- 
culties he had urgd rational to all 
intents, he was refolvd to” overcome 
them, by caufing the Prince to be 


Poyfon’d ; after which — all things 
would be eafie to him: Aben Culey- 


san having to this made him anfwer, 
That he was in’ the right ; and ha- 
ving much ada to entertain the 
vexation he had on this account, he 
left him as foon as he could, and 
went in all haft to inform Muca. 
Thefe two Trufty Servants, confider-

immeaiately . tranfported with the

That the Prince could not put on

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a finer: But the Queen being afraid 
of its being poyfond, would by no 
means fuffer him to wear it that 
day, no not fo much as try it: 
And the Night being come , to fee 
if fhe had any reafon to harbour 
fuch apprehenfions , fhe had it put 
upon a great Greyhound, that was 
found dead on the morrow, _ his 

Skin all coverd with Sores. 
Mahomet’s malice and defign being 
then paft all doubt, this generous 
Princefs being very Prudent, and 
having a Courage above her Sex; - 
without making any. noife of the 
thing fhe had difcoverd, or of the 
refolution fhe had: taken in he 
mind to punifh fuch an attempt, 
fent to tell Mahomet Amcari the 
Regent , That the Prince would be 
very glad to fee him, and fhe al- 
fo , to difcourfe upon fome mat- 
ters of confequence.. And knowing 
him to be upon the way thither, 
fhe causd all her Guards to keep 
the. entrance of the Gate, as if it 
were to do him honour; but with 
order, That none of his fhould be 
admitted in with him. As foon 
as he was entred, they feizd on 
Q 4 his 
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his Perfon, and brought him into 
the Queens prefence; who having 
reproachd him with his perfidy, 
and told’ him how fhe knew all his 
“Treacherous defign, fhe had an Exe- 
cutioner call’d in, whom. the had 
at hand on purpofe for his Execu- 
tion, and had his Throat cut into 
the Bafon of a Fountain that was 
in the Caftle: Then having caus 
his Body to be laid upon an Afs, 
had it carry’d to Carbal, and fo 
through all the Streets of that Ci- 
ty, followd by the publick Criers, 
who by found of Trumpet, Pro- 
claimed he was in that condition, 
for having defign’d to Poyfon his 
King, and feize on the Crown;

all things by their Councils, and 
that they fhould ever be the firft of 
the State after her. They were 
both very well fatisfyd with this 
refolution; and News being come 
of a Party that was framing in 
the Weff, fhe fent them both, as 
thofe in whom fhe had moft con- 
fidence ; namely, Adex  Culeyman 
into the Kingdom of Thunis, and 
f4uca into that of Morocco, with an 
abfolute Authority, there to contain 
the People in ther Duty. Where- 
upon they both departed from pie 
al, 
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bal; coverd with Honow and 
Teftimonies of Efteem and Affecti- 
on, which the Queen and Prince 
gave them, afd took ther way 
towards the Poxant, where they 
fafely arrivd; but in a fhort while 
after, Aben Culeyman falling ill, dy’d 
on the way: Maca fpent his time 
in fetting things in order, in a 
Kingdom he had fo long fince left; 
and Queen Ombalair remaind fole 
Regent.

Grief, in a fhort time af- 
ter, and Ali  Abilhachek 
caufes himfelf to be Pro- 
claimed Caliph. 


\Ueen Ombalair made it the whole 
P fiudy and application of her 
mind, to bring up well her 
Son, ‘the Prince facob Almanzor , 
whom fhe had ever in her Eye. 
One day when that fhe was gone 
_to Dine with him, in a Garden out 
of the Town, the Prince after Din- 
ner threw himfelf upon a Bed, in a 
Room where he fell a fleep; and 
a Spider having prick’d him in the 
Right Eye, his Face fwell’d in fuch 
a manner, and put him to fuch great 
Pain, and occafion’d fuch dangerous 
Fits, as that he liv’d but feven ate 
| The 
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The Queen laid his Death fo to 
heart, that not being capable of re- 
ceiving any Confolation, or of fur- 
viving a Son, for whom fhe had 
fo tender an afteCtion; fhe fell into 
fo great a Languifhment, that all 
the Remedies of the Phyficians 11 
no wife eafing her Malady, . fhe 
dy’d fifteen days after him. 

Thefe two Deaths, fo fudden and 
{o clofe upon one another, occafion'd 
a mighty amazement in the Court, 
that was for fome time in fuch a 
furprize, that their whole difcourfe 
was upon fo extraordinary a thing. 
Butat length, coming to think that 
there was none left of the Race of 
the Almanzors, to whom the Crown 
appertaind by Succeffion; the Lead- 
ing men of the <Arabians, and the 
Governours of the Provinces, began 
to make their Cabals. One of them, 
call’d Ali Abilhacheck, chancing to 
have more Friends than the ref, 
causd himfelf himfelf to be Pro- 
claimd Caliph; and after having 
caus'd an Oath of Allegiance to be 
taken to him, and had his Corona 
tion folemnizd with great Pomp, 
with the Solemnity, .and the Merri- 
ments 


ments that are wont to be practicd 
in fuch like occafions ; he began 
with rewarding thofe that ‘raisd him 
to the place he held, giving them Go. 
vernments and Employs; infomuch, 
that there was no body but on whom 
he conferr’d fome favour : Befides this, . 
he apply’d himfelf in good earneft to 
make regulations upon all abufes that 
were introduc’d into the Government, 
and to do Juftice to all thofe that re- 
quird itof him, without making them 
wait ; infomuch that he acquir’d in a 
fhort time not only a great Reputation, 
but alfo the friendthip of all the people; 
they efteemd themfelves very happy 
in being governd by fo good a King. 
Thus ended the Line of the Adoule 


yalid Almanzors. 
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
